London, April 20.— Lord Salisbury had a 
conference, to'day, with tho Duke of Cam- 
bridge, commander in ehiot of the forces. It is 
rumored the subject under d scussion was the 
possibiliti of war with Portugal in caso tho re- 
ports of Portuguese aggresaionsin -Vlashonaland 
are confirmed by official advices. It is be- 
lieved that the Government has lost patience 
with tlio littlo monarchy, which has boon 
annoying it in African matters, and that no 
further temporizing will bo done.

Then the" Honourable Mil. SPEAKER ad- 
dressed His Honour tho Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, as follows : — 

May it Plxase Yoob Honor: 

We, Her Maj. sty's most dutiful and loyal 
subjects, the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of British Columbia, in Session 
assembled, approach Your Honour at the 
elosu of our labors with sentiments of un- 
feigned devotion mid loyallyto Her Majesty's 
per on and Government, and humbly beg to 
present for Your Honour's iicceptance a Bill 
intituled " An Act for granting certain sums 
of money for tho Public Service of the Pro- 
vince of British Columbia." 

To this Bill the Clerk of the Legislative 
Assembly, by Hi3 Honour's command, did 
thereupon say: — 

" In Her Majesty's name, His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor doth thank Her Ma- 
jesty's loyal subjects, accept their benevol- 
ence, ami assent to this Bill." 

Then His Honour the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor was pleased to deliver the following 
speech : — 

Mr. Speaker and Member* of the Legislative 
Assembly: 

In relieving you from further uttendauco 
at this time, 1 desire to express my appre- 
ciation of the patience and zeal with which 
you have devoted yourselves to the public 
service during tho protracted session now 
closing. 

The number of bills to which I have just 
assented in Her Majesty's name is unusually 
large, and includes many measures of vital 
importance, which will, I feel confident, 
contribute to the prosperity of the Province 
and the well-being of Its inhabitants. 

The large number of Private Bills passed 
this session may be regarded as indicating 
increasing confidence amongst capitalists iu 
the resources and brightening prospects of 
our country, and I trust the expectations of 
the promoters of these bills may be fully re- 
alized. 

The measures providing for the consolida- 
tion and conversion of tho public debt can- 
not fail to place tho credit of the Province 
upon a firmer and more advantageous basis, 
thus enabling you to carry out a liberal and 
progressive policy in regard to such neces- 
sary public works as could not be undertak- 
en were the expenditure confined within the 
limits of the ordinary revenue. 

Thanking you for the liberal provision 
you have made for the public service, I now 
take leave of you with the earnest hope that 
your labours may greatly conduce to the 
public good, and that you may all be spared 
to bring to the work of another session the 
same ability and self-sacrificing zeal which 
have distinguished the elo.-ing one. 

The Honourable Mb. Robson, Provin- 
cial Secretary, then said, — 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative 
Assembly : 

It is His Honour the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor's will and pleasure that the Legislative 
Assembly lie prorogued until it shall please 
His Honour to summon the same for dis- 
patch of business, and this Provincial Legis- 
lative Assembly is hereby prorogued accord- 
ingly.

These telegrams were read out just as 
they stand. What we all understood Mr. 
Davie to promise was that he would support 
the adoption of tho Ontario Act. He never 
said he would support any act. In fact, 
»o one could expect him to give 
such an undertaking. Even as to the 
Ontario Act, he says I will support it if it 
i* a better aot. We were all present at the 
meeting about which such a controversy has 
been raised, and certainly nothing was suid 
which would have led anyone to believe that 
Mr. Davie had promised to support any aot 
which might he introduced. Mr. Cunning- 
ham suid very little about the subject. He 
merely explained that the Government pro- 
mised to carefully consider the matter of 
tho Lien Law, and revise it where neces- 
sary, ami then he read the telegrams 
which speak for thcmsolvca.

"A BAD FKhCEDENT." 

To the Editor: — I mu«t ask you for 
apuco in which to answer the individual 
whom you allowed to hide himself behind the 
editorial " we," in yesterday's issue. 

The article quotes the original preamble 
of the Now Westminster Enabling Bill, and 
adds : 

" From this it is seen that the Corporation of 
New Westminster, having s ent a largo sum of 
money ■ hich it hud no right to spend, applied 
to tho Lcgi-dutive Assembly for a law Jo save 
its members from the consequence of their il- 
legal aot." 

Now, if you will look at the preamble 
upon which that conclusion is founded, you 
will see that it sets forth, in the tirat para- 
graph, simp'y and only, that " large sums 
of mom y" have been expended "in thu Con- 

struotion, maintenance and operation" of 
certain works of public utility. 

There is nothing about "illegal" expen- 
diture ; that a certain small part of the ex- 
penditure was illegal, I do not deny; but 
that the illegality was more than technical 
— that it wa- worse than the " illegality" of 
which lawyers and judges are proved guiliy 
every day, when their interpretation of the 
sta utes is condemned and fh*ir d-cisi'>nu 
reversed— I do deny. Thepieatnble pro- 
ceeds : 

" And whereas doubts have nrlsen with refer- 
oncotoili" powers of thu said Corporation to 
muko cH'octu il provision, for the construction, 
maintenance and operation by iho suid < or- 
poration of tho -uid works, in tho manner in 
which tho I orpnra ion desires and dooms ex- 
pedient in the i lie intoroit: 

" And whereas it in expedient to remove the 
said doubts, nd to irrani to tho said Corpora- 
tion doquatu and full powers for the c. in- 
struction, malntonanco und operation by the 
said Corporation of the suid wab-r- works, and 
electric, plant and machinery, and steam ferry 
and public library, etc." 

A very brief study of these paragraphs 
shows that the real object of the bill was to 
confer power upon the Corporation of New 
West'uin ier t<> conduct its public works 
in the public interest.

In that Act power is given 
to evciy municipality in the country to do 
exactly what New Westminster asked 
power to do.

THE SESSION. 

The Legislative Assembly, after a long 
and busy sesaion, was prorogued yesterday. 
Much of tho work done was very important 
and this laws pussed will, wo think, bo pro- 
ductive of much good to the province. The 
change that bus been made in the land laws 
•will no doubt have the efl'eet of putting an 
«nd to pernicious speculation in wilderness 
lands and will make it easier for the actual 
settler to obtain good land in the most fa- 
vourable situations. Amendments have 
been made in the Assessment Law which 
have u direct bearing on the laws relating to 
public lands. The operation of these amend- 
ments will be found, though discouraging to 
the mere speculator, encouraging to the man 
•who settles on '.he land with tho intention 
of cultivating it and netting bis living from 
it. The exploratory surveys which the 
government have caused to be made, and 
•which arc now going on, are the natural 
complement of tho changes that have been 
made ir the laws relating to public lands. 

Tho revision and amendment of tho min- 
ing laws will, it is hoped, accomplish the 
purpose for which they were intended. Ob- 
stacles have been removed from the path of 
the miner and he will be able to developu 
the mineral wealth of the province without 
lot or hindrance on the part of those in 
authority. The commission of experiencid 
mining men, who suggested the improve- 
ments and amendments that were made, un- 
derstood , what they were about, 
and it may now be safely taken for 
granted that the mining laws of this 
province are ns well adapted to the circum- 
stances of the country as the best friends of 
the miners could wish. By the appoint- 
ment of this commission and by the adop> 
tion of the suggestions which it mado the 
Government has shown that its earnest de- 
sire is to do all in its power to assist the 
miner and to encourage the industry in 
which he is engaged. 

The Government have made important 
changes in the education law. Wo are 
among those who were satisfied with the 
law as it stood. We believed that it was 
well suited to tho circumstances of the 
country, and that it might, with benefit to 
all concerned, remain as it was for a few 
years longer. We considered, loo, that it 
was well administered, and that any change 
f iatcjuld be made, eitln r in the law <r 
its administration just now, could hardly be 
for the better. 

iiut there were others who thought differ- 
ently, and it was, we presume, in deference 
to their views that changes have been made. 
The changes relate chiefly lo the schools in 
the cities. The change in the organization 
of the Department has, in our 
opinion, been more in appearance than 
reality. The Corporations have been 
required to pay more towaids the mainten- 
ance of the city schools, and they have con- 
sequently betn allowed a greater share in 
their management. There has betn some 
controversy respecting the mode of electing 
the Trustees, but we think that the one 
provided lor in the amended law will, when 
in operatb n, recommend itself botli to the 
corporation and the citizens. To condemn 
it without a trial, as some have done, is, ii 
appears to us, both foolish and unfair. We 
trust that the fault-finders have not bet n 
able to create a prejudice against the law, 
for the success of the system very much 
depends on the zeal and the good-will of 
those who are entrusted with its administra- 
tion. We sincerely trust t lat all interest oil 
in the progress of cdu atiun will do their 
best to make the system of public schools 
productive of the greatest good possible to 
the inhabitants of all parts of the province. 

A nun ber of other useful laws have been 
placed on the statute book. They are all, 
in the estimation of those who Bupported 
them, calculated to b Befit the province. 
Some of them may not be as useful as their 
promoters hope and expect, bull none of 
them, as far as we know, is intended to 
work injustice to any individual or any 
class in the province, or to benefit one set 
of men at the expense of another set. 

Tlie session has not been a stormy one. 
There have been some warm debutes, but 
tbero has been a marked improvement in 
their tone, Personalities have been fewer 
than over before, and honorable members 
have shown a respect for the opinions and 
the feelings of each oilier which is most 
commendable. The Budget, which is gen- 
erally warmly and even acrimoniously liis- 
cussi d, was not this year made the subject 
of debate at all. This is the more sui prising 
as the i lovornniont asked the Legislature 
to authorizu it to boi row a considerable sum 
of money, and submitted a m ustiro for the

Tlie Government was well sustained 

throughout the session. BsforO the Legis- 
lature met there wis much onjeoturo :u to 
lioiv it wou'd stand, an 1 .some rather rash 
prediotiotis were ventured. There were 
many stirnii es as to what part the Inde- 
pendent members would tttko, TI10H3 who 



expected that they would act inconfliistently 
with their professions have been dis- 
appointed. The Independent members 
us a body acted as intelligent men, 
who had the interests of their cqnstitu 
■Mils and of the inhabitants of the whole pro 
vinco at heart, should act. They supported 
the Government when they could do so 
honestly and conscientiously, and when 
they opposed it they evidently did what 
they believed to be tight. They have not 
laid themselves open to tho charge of fac 
tiousness, Neither has their attitude been 
that of trimmers. They have been, with 
acuroely an exception, what they professed 
to be, independent. The effect of tho Gov- 
ernment's Redistribution measure so far has 
been unqualifiedly bcnefioiul. It has given 
the province a Legislative Assembly com- 
posed of sensiblo men, who are evidently 
actuated by a strong sense of duty. 



MR. JlhOh'N'S LETTER. 

We give Mr. J. C. Brown tho space ho 
asks for with great pleasure. We, howev 
cannot but think that he has been rather 
hasty in replying to our article on the 
Enabling Bill. If he had given himself time 
to reflect, the opening sentence of his letter 
would not, we think, have contained the ir- 
relevant and most improper allusion to the 
authorship of that article. Had the letter 
been written by the solon of some back set- 
tlement debating club, we would not have 
deemed the impertinence worthy of notice, 
but being the production of a member of our 
Provincial Parliament and tho Mayor of 
Westminster city, who has been himself an 
editor of a newspaper, we think it right to 
remind readers, who cannot be expected to 
know us much as Mr. Brown does about 
such matters, that wdiat those who criticise 
a newspiper article have to do with is its 
subject matter, and not the "individual' 
who may be supposed to have written it. 

We do not seo in Mr. Brown's letter any- 
thing to cause us to change our mind with 
regard to the class of legislation to which 
the Enabling Bill belongs. It will bo admit 
ted that it is of the utmost consequence to 
tlie rate-payers in Municipalities that Cor 
porations be required to keep within the 
strict letter of the law laid clown for their 
guidance. If they are allowed to exceed 
their authority, and to incur expenditures 
not wan anted by their charters, a door ii 
opeued wido for extravagance and corrup 
tion, and expensive and annoying litigatior, 
Besides, it is not consistent or proper for the 
legislature to save those who have disregard- 
ed or violated the law it has made from the 
consequences of their acts, however un- 
pleasant they may be. This, we think, is a 
sound principle. And we must confess we 
cannot see, from anything that Mr. Brown 
has written, why it should not be applied 
to the case of the New Westminster corpo- 
ration. Either that corporation acted ac- 
cording to law or it did not If it bad not 
violated the charter of New Westminster 
City there would have been no need to ap- 
ply to the legislature for a law to legalize 
what it had done. If it had 
exceeded its authority or had done what it * 
charter forbids, it seems to us that its ap- 
plication to the Legislature should buve 
been veiy modest indeed. The plea meet 
culpa should not be made with a bold front 
and with a loud voice. .Just so much 
should have been asked as would have freed 
the Corporation from the consequences of 
its illegal or its extra-Iegd acts. Extenu- 
ating circumstances might have justified the 
Legislature in going as far as this, but not a 
hair's breadth farther. Any indulgence 
which could by any possibility be construed 
into an approval of violation of law or abuse 
of authority would have been inexcusable. 
And the New Westminster corporation 
should have been grateful to the Legislative 
Assembly for its leniency. .Strict justice 
audafiimbut justifiable assertion of its 
own rights and powers would have dictated 
a very different course than that which the 
Assembly pursued. Wo are also quito sure 
that undue indulgence to the corporation 
would have been unjust, to the ratepayers of 
the province. 

Mr. Biown seems to think that the En- 
abling Bill was not treated fairly by those 
who opposed it. We have not enquired in- 
to the circumstances attending its pas-age 
throuuh the Legislature, but we a.-e satis- 
fied that, on the general principle that cor- 
porations should be required to exercise no 
more than their legal powers, and to live up 
to their charters in every respect, the New 
Westminster Corporation was treated as in- 
dulgently as it had any reason to expect.

a disease of deoxidation from cautcs 
external to tho body, and that it 
varies with the barometric condition of the , 
air breathed and other atmospheric condi- 
tions. A ejreat increaso of atmospheric I 
ozone, an increase of moisture, higher tem- 
perature, and n high barometer, existing 
in mi uncommon or unusual relation to each 
other, are believed to he among the chief 
conditions originating, or giving force to, 
the attacks of the disease. It is probable 
too that eliisl p irticlos from the soil, ii they 
do not directly convey the contagion, act as 
irritants of the breathing organs, making 
them susceptible to all coutagia borne by 
tho winds." 

Dr. Assman, an Austrian physician, 
considers that tlie state of the weather has 
a great deal to do with the spt cad of the 
disease and its virulence. Ho says: 

That tho conditions "most favorable frr 
spread ng organisms in the air are (1) dry- 
ness of the soil, (-) deficiency of snow cover- 
ing, (.'{) deficiency of rainfall, (4) existence 
of fog or low banging clouds, and (5) pre- 
valence of high barometer with a email in 
termingling of air in the vertical direction. ' 

The Toronto Mail concludes an article on 
this unpleasant and perplexing subject with 
the following paragraph: 

"The conclusion to be drawn from these 
investigations is that people should avoid 
overheating and all unnecessary exposure to 
dust. It is worth while to observe, further- 
more, that the Medical Recoid is of opinion 
that the 'too popular antipyretic, sedative 
treatment is unwarrantable,' and that it in 
probably one of the causes of so much of the 
fatal prostration and heart failure that fol 
low the disorder. " 

It seems to us that the wisest thing a per 
son who believos ho is suffering from the 
Grippe to do is to call in a good physician, 
and not attempt to drug and doctor him- 
self.

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RAILWAY AND PROdrKESS. 

To the Editoh : — If the Messrs. Duns- 
■auir extend the Ii. unci N. Railroad to Co- 
niox, tiiero will remain only 150 in.lus to 
complete tlio lino to iho north end of tlie is- 
land. The cost of constructing this link of 
150 mios will be about §2,5UO,000. 
it is Very strange that the citizens do not 
luke more interest in this matter, seeing 
thai it is within their means and intensely 
to their welfare. Surely they, with the 
assistance of the Local and Federal (Jovern- 
saeuts, can afford sufficient inducements to 
ensure its construction. 

To show that tho possibility, suppose Vic- 
toria, by a special tax, fiivo thirty thousand 
-dollars per annum for twenty-five years. 
This will bo equal to $750,000 (seven huu 
■dred and fifty thousand dollars). Add to 
this the $2,500 (two thousand live hundred 
dollars) per mile, usually given, the sum will 
be three hundre I and scveuty-tivo thousand 
dollars, ($376,000.) The addition (an uu 
known quantity), to bo given by the Loc^il 
■Government, but say two hun- 
dred aud fifty thousand dollars, 
(£250,000), the 8uni3 put together 
will be $1,375,000,) ouo million, three hun- 
dred and seventy-five thousand dollars, or 
aaj one half of the estimated cost for the 
•completion of the road from Comox to the 
nonli end of Vaucouyor Island. The local 
•Government could give their money or land; 
mi tho former case, the land could be set 
aside aud double the price or so bo charged 
for it, when in more or less proximity to 
tho railroad line, and eo reimburse them- 
selves. I would riot that the city of Victoria 
borrow money, but a tax on property be 
levied, sufficient to cover the amount guar- 
anteed. In a few years this tax would be- 
come lighter, consequent on the increase of 
population and its concomitants, business, 
etc. 

Doubtless, under presont condition'], it 
would bo right and proper that the Messrs. 
Dunsmuir should complete the njilrouil, and 
■o it, would be well, were tho gentlemen 
appointed by the 15. C. Board oi Trade (or 
any other deputation of influential citizens) 
to solicit an interview for the purpose of 
consultation on this subject so important to 
themselves, British Columbia and the 
Dominion at large. My earnestness must 
bo my humble excuse for daring to recom- 
mend this aud to ask them to make a pro- 
posal. 

Were tho railway built to Comox, Al- 
berni City, Alberni Cunai, etc., the main 
Pacific ocean would be brought within 
twelve hours of Victoria. In this part of 
the country, a very large quantity of good 
land exists, but at present difficult of 
access. Northward, there is land, coal 
timber, m-tals and a climate almost as good 
as tho wonderfully temperate and healthful 
oae of Victoria and environs, but population 
is almost absent. To colonize this country 
would be beneficial to the city, the country 
and a largo number of people. 
Lot me again and again direct attentiou 
to tho largo and constantly increasing 
amount of business aud population, not 
only on our own coasts and in the interior 
of the country, but in Alaska also. A rail- 
road to the north end of the island would 
tend to make Victoria mistress of this field; 
without it . Victoria is rapidly grow- 
ing, but it must be evident that the increase 
of population cannot be maintained except- 
ing by new Holds of business and settle- 
ments. Surely it is worthy a grand effort on 
the part of Victoria to ensure her position, 
— a railway to the north end of Vane m- 
ver Island will do it, and bring other im- 
mense advantiges in its truin 

Facilities for communicating with and 
obtaining goods and passengers from the 
United States are now excellent ; the only 
•difficulty is to dispose of them after their 
-arrival. To get customers and population 
to remedy this is one of the chief objects of 
a railway to the north end of the istan 1, 
■ay Fort Rupert, Hardy liay or elsewhere 
■as it may be found moat advantageous. 

If the Corporation of Victoria have a 
million to spend, would it not be extraor- 
dinarily advantageous to spend it in p a- 
moling the construction of the Vancouver 
Island Railway ? Would it nut be utter 
recklessue s and folly oven to offer it for a 
" ferry boat " running a distance of nine 
miles across the Straits of de Fuca? A rail- 
-way to the North will, by increasing busi- 
ness and traffic, bring a ferry boat and curs 
thereon, if necessary, in due course, with- 
•out any material charge on the city. The 
railway will bring a ferryboat carrying rail- 
way cars, but a lorry will not bring a rail- 
road. If tho Corporation should iueauely 
-give a million, ctiuul to sixty thousand dol- 
lars per annum for twenty yours, it will 
have nothing left to help tho object of prim- 
ary importance, viz., the constiuc- 
ien of the railroad to tho north 
end of tho island. Victoria's wealth 
is not boundless. Surely, there can be no 
difficulty in choosing between tho railroad 
-tcid a ferry of nine miles— between the now 
\iselo-s ferry and the important 
noc'ssjryto our salvation, railroad. The 
main argument used for the ferry boat is 
that it will boom and so increase the pi ice 
•of land. Surely this fictitious boutning by 
tho army of real estate speoulatoos, 
however profitable it may be to them, 
is injurious to tho multitude. If the cor- 
poration and land speculators work to make 
a " Tadpole " of Victoria, it will nut ho long 
before they hear the croak. A head with- 
out a corresp mding body is a monstrosity. 
True it is that the railway will hem fit the 
people all round, and so legitimately in- 
crease the value of the people's general pros- 
perity, and for this end let us all work. 
Foreign investments in real estate, merely 
for the sake of waiting for a rise in value, 
Are injurious to the country. If tho same 
amounts were invested in productivo in- 
dustries and the railway, tho country and 
people would be benefitted 

Of oourso tho compiny, in due season, 
when increased business rendered it desire- 
able, might run a feiry boat cart ying cars, to 
lie transported to Victoria, Port Rupert or 
Hardy Bay, or may agree wiih any other 
company to do so, as well as the other ferry 
from the north end of the Island to I'oi t 
Simpson or Alaska. One hears an occa- 
sional talk of waiting for the railroad to 
come across Seymour Narrows. I say again 
and again, there is no prospect of I bis for 
years to oonio. Let us now tak».' hold of the 
Vancouver Island Railway; it is Within our 
means. The o li t entirely beyond our con- 
trol, and is a work of the by no means im- 
mediate future. Money, not wishes, build 
railroads — money and wishes are not identi- 
cal.

PASSED AWAY. 

Death of Mr. John George Taylor— Ono of the 
Last of i lie Argonauts. 

One by one the old standbys ot this Coast 
and of the City of Victoria are being gath- 
ered in, after having witnessed triumphs of 
progiess and development, which in the 
years past they, never could have antici- 
pated. Somo of tho " boys of the old 
brigade " have, in their respective spheres, 
done a considerable amount of public bene- 
fit, and not because i f their pretensions or 
prominence, but of their real solid worth, 
are much regretted by all who knew llicm. 
Indeed, men of this class, whom their fel- 
lows knew not but to love and lo praise, 
always leave a vacant place which it, at 
tii st, teems difficult to fill. Mr. 
John G'orge Taylor, who died 
on Sunday night of pneumonia, 
wus a native of Dundalk, Ireland, caning 
to the United Slates in early life and join- 
ing the New York police force, of which lie 
was regarded as being a very active and ef- 
ficient m. niber. In 1849, with the early 
gold seekers he left the Empire slate for 
California, but only remained there for 
about two years, his sanguine expectations 
not h iving been realized. In lSfil he left 
for Australia, in which colony he experi- 
enced adventures of.a most startling char- 
acter, which he was accustomed to recall to 
bis fiicnds in the must graphic and tbril ing 
terms. After seven years at the Antipodes, 
lie came to Victoria, win re he has since re- 
sided. His first employment In re was, us 
in New York, upon the poliec force, upon 
which ho continued until 1863. Dining 
these five years he proved himself to 
be a most efficient officer, both as a de- 
tective and as a member of tho ordinary 
foice. For some time he tilled the position 
of sergeant, and had much to do with 
breaking up the notorious Sprague gang of 
burgluis, which he cau-ed to bu disbanded, 
iis leader being sentenced to a long term of 
imprisonment. For two years, 1872 to 
1874, he occupied a s-eat at the ciiy council 
board. During his somewhat chequered 
career, he accumulated a fortune of about 
.330,000. most of which, it is reported, has 
been left to tho Protestant Orphan's Home. 
Mr. Taylor was about 07 years of age, and 
will he buried under the auspices of the 
Victoria Lodge, I O.O.F. He leaves one 
brother in the East, and two sisters who 
reside in Ireland. 

IT COST HIM §10. 

A Man Who Refused to Answer the Census 
Enumerator's Questions. 

Frank Faubert, tho proprietor of tho Ar- 
lington hotel, on the informution of tho Cen- 
sus Commissioner for this district, was lined 
$10 this morning in the police c 'Urt for re- 
fusing to answer questions put by Mr. T. L. 
Wilson, a census enumerator. The defend- 
ant admitted thu refusal, but justified him- 
self by saying that he had no time to ho 
bothd ed answering so many questions and 
did not see why they were asked. Mr. 
Wilson was put in the box and gave a clear 
statement of the case, stating that he had 
exhausted every effort to get Mr. Faubert 
to answer and explained to him tho conse- 
quences. 

Magistrate Halle t told defendant that it 
was the duty of every man to answer the 
questions put to him, and that be must do 
it promptly. Census enumerators weic ap- 
pointed by the Ciown for a specific purpose 
and they had no time to lose. Every per- 
son interviewed must at once give attention 
1 1 the matter. Otherwise it would be im- 
possible to carry out the will of Parliament 
and the law of the land as intended. The 
census was only taken once in ton years and 
the object aimed at was important. ThiB 
was the first case of the kind that had collie 
before him, and ho hoped it would bo the 
last. Any further infractions of the 
kind wou'd receive tho full penalty of the 
law. — Vuncouvur World.
